As there are a large 
number of western men in those camps, | 
hundreds of homes in this part of the Do- | 
minion will be cheered by the news. j 

It is important to note that there is a 
rigid limit, and that the minimum, to the | 
number of such messages. A prisoner may | 
send only one cablegram during a year to | 
his mext-of-kin in the Dominion, and one 
only may pass the other way. Relatives are 
therefore urged to wait until they hear 
from their interned friends, as they will | 
then be able to transmit any information 
the prisoners may particularly wish to re- 
ceive. 

If this is not a very generous concession 
on the part of the Tokyo authorities, it is 
infinitely better than the black-out which 
has hitherto been maintained. The long de- 
lay makes plain that the Red Cross officials 
had difficulty in obtaining even this limited 
prvilege for the prisoners and their rela- 
tves. The credit due them is the greater on 
that account. 

Those concerned will of course remem- | 
ber that messages, going and coming, will 
have to pass the Japanese censors. To in- 
clude anything needlessly offensive might 
mean that a message would never get to its 
destination.

A Chance To Escape? 


While their war machine is being hat- 
tered from both sides, at least of the 
Nazi criminals may see a gleam of hope 
that they can escape punishment 
they have so well earned The war 
commission set up by the United Nations 
at London appears to be in a state of semi- 
collapse. Sir Cecil Hurst, British represen- 
tative and chairman, has resigned. And 
Mr. Pell, leading United States represen- 
tative, is dropping out because Congress 
refused to vote money for his salary and 
expenses 

The of the trouble appears to 
have been a recommendation backed by 
Mr. Pell an * Cecil. This was to the ef- 
fect that German leaders who were respon- 
sible for crimes con ed against German | 
citizens because of race or religion should 
be punished for these spe acts. 

If this recommendation is shelved, 
gangsters who confined their tortures and 
killings to citizens of Germany will seem- 
ingly be in the clear, with no penalties to 
fear at Allied hands. Should the commis- 
sion break down as a result of the disa- 
greement, even Hitler, Himmler, Goering 
and Goebbels would stand in the same 
position, unless special machinery were de- 
vised to bring these head criminals to 
trial. 

Washington seems to have little hope 
that a break-down will not occur unless 
Stalin, Roosevelt and Churchill take action 
to prevent this, at their coming conference 
Unthinkable as it is, there apparently is | 
just a chance that the directors of fright- 
fulness, or some of them, may escape 
trial unless the Big Three intervene to pre-

will in many instances quit school for good 
and go out into the world with less than 
a full common schoo! training. Younger 
ones will be set back in their studies, and 
suffer a handicap for two or three or more 
years. 

The departments of education have of 
course done what could be done to fil) the 
vacancies, and the present shortage rep 
resents the minimum that can be looked 
for until peace returns, absent teachers 
come back, 8 are graduated 

Why was the teaching profession 80 
hard hit when war came? Certainly not be 
cause teachers in the vast majority held 
their responsibilities lightly and under-esti- 
mated the value of the work they were do 
ing. Unsatisfactory pay, and unsatisfac- 
tory living conditions in many areas, were 
contributing factors to the exodus from 
the profeasion. Salaries and living quarters 
wil] have to be scaled up where these have 
been below par. There is no other perma- 
nent cure for the teacher shortage trouble.

The United States Atmy Air Force has 
given out news that it has developed a 
“good” robot bomb, which has been given 
test flights and found to perform satisfac- 
torily. This can hardly bring surprise any- 
where. It may be surmised that in Britain 
also, and probably in Russia, inventors have 
been busy devising Allied patterns of Ger- 
many’s promiscuous bombing weapon. 

The territory included within the boun- 
daries of the Reich does not house the in- 
ventive genius of the world—nor nearly 80 
much of it as has been mistakenly credited 
to that area. The robot bomb embodied 
nothing unknown to Allied scientists, and 
to produce these in growing numbers has 
been within the power of Allied technicians 
and munitions plants ever since the first 
one landed in England. 

There is only one reason why return 
robots have not been hurtling into Germany 
in clouds for months, The Allied peoples 
and governments do not like to resort to 
indiscriminate killing of men, women and 
children, and these long range undirectable 
missiles cannot be used without such heart- 
less slaughter of civilians. If a robot has 
ever done any legitimate military damage 
in England it has been by accident. 

To the Nazis this of course is another 
evidence of democratic “softness.” It does 
not conform to the “blood and iron’ creed 
of their Prussian bosses; nor to their own 

deduction from this doctrine that “war” 
consists in exterminating the people of an 
enemy state regardless of age or sex. But, 
whatever these practitioners of indiscrim- 
inate massacre may think about it, civilized 
people do not approve that kind of “war.” 

To that fact, and that only, thousands 
of German civilians today owe their lives 
and the roofs which shelter them.

The difficulty of the problem 
facing the Commission can be 
illustrated by merely enumerating 
the facts of life of the two milk co- 
operatives. The Calgary co-opera- 
tive is one of four milk distributing 
concerns in Calgary. It has about 
60 members who are bound by con- 
tract to sell their milk only to the 
co-operative, and except in cases 
of emergency the co-operative buys 
only from its members. It was fin- 
anced originally by subscriptions by 
its producer-members and consum- 
er-members, plus a Joan from its 
bank guaranteed by the province 
This loan stood at $112,000 in 1929 
and has since been reduced to $24,- 
000. 

In order to build up its capital 
position the co-op. long ago went 
in for a system of deductions from 
payments for milk and cream. The 
producers are given reserve share 
certificates to the face value of 
the deductions and these were to 
be paid off without interest over 
a period of 15 vears. A change 
was recently made in this set-up 
to permit interest payments of 
three per cent on these certificates
